SAIGON (AP) — About 8,000 
U. S. combat troops swept into 
Cambodia 70 miles northwest of 
Saigon today and began setting 
up bases for assaults on the 
headquarters zone of the 
supreme Communist command 
for South Vietnam operations. 
It marked the first time in the 
nine-year-old Vietnam war that 
an American ground force has 
extended its operations into 
Cambodia, at least in force. 
About 55 miles to the south­ 
west one of four South Viet­ 
namese task forces that invaded 
the Parrot's Beak area of 
Cambodia Wednesday linked up 
with 
Cambodian 
troops 
defending the provincial capital 
of Svay Rieng. This force had 
thurst 30 miles into Cambodia 
along Highway 1. 
Scores of U. S. B52 bombers 
and nearly 100 artillery pieces 
blasted the way 
for the 
American assault force ac­ 
companied by some 2,000 South 
Vietnamese troops and hun­ 
dreds .of tanks and armored 


personnel carriers. 
Enemy resistance was light 
and scattered in the area known 
to the military as the Fishhook, 
and advance units stabbed 20 
miles into Cambodia. 
One U. S. C130 cargo plane 
dropped a 15,000-bomb four 
miles inside Cambodia to blast 
away jungle land for the 
building of a base called Fire 
Support Base Center. 
The mission to set up bases 
indicated that the Americans 
plan to stay a while in Cam­ 
bodia. While initial U. S. 
Command reports indicated 
only light 
ground action, 
Associated Press photographer 
Charles Ryan reported from 
four miles inside Cambodia that 
American transport helicopters 
lifting in troops ran into heavy 
enemy groundfire. 
A crewman told Ryan that (me 
pilot was shot in the head while 
flying his helicopter at tree-top 
level, and the aircraft im­ 
mediately crashed. A radio 
transmission said the pilot was 
killed.

Wall Street Swamped With New 
Problems; Old Ones Still There 


NEW YORK (AP) — Wall 
Street keeps getting swamped 
with new problems these days 
before it is able to rise above the 
old ones. 
Perhaps never before has 
there been such a confluence of 
muddy issues spilling onto the 
desks of analysts, problems with 
which even the State Depart­ 
ment foreign affairs specialists 
would have difficulty. 
The threatened escalation of 
the war in Indochina is giving 
nightmares to analysts who 
based their hopes of a rising 
market on a reduction of 
hostilities in that area. Their 
theory in recent weeks has been 
this; 
“War might have been good 
for industry in the past, but It 
surely isn't anymore Look at 
those terrible profit statements. 


And see how war has brought 
inflation. A cool Southeast Asia 
would warm the stock market 
just enough.'’ 
Although one war is one war 
too many for analysts who 
understand balance sheets but 
not balances of power, these 
securities scholars are also 
being forced to keep an eye on 
the confused and potentially 
explosive Mideast 
Foreign affairs are very much 
a factor in this market, but 
analyses of foreign affair* by 
securities men lack credibility 
Few investors are willing to buy 
stocks because of a military or 
political forecast by a securities 
analyst. And so they remain 
almost cataleptic 
Domestically speaking, it is 
also difficult to determine the 
thinking of those who guide the 


American economy. High in­ 
terest rates were supposed to 
curtail 
heavy spending. 
But 
something has gone wrong with 
that theory. 
Capital spending plans — the 
plans of business of remodeling 
and expanding - were supposed 
to be falling off by now. Instead, 
business seems to be raising its 
intentions to spend. 


That, at least, is the opinion of 
some private economists who 
have surveyed the field, and 
whose conclusions include a 
simple forecast of still higher 
interest rates and a prediction of 
a possible money panic 
Eliot Janeway, an author,

they want to stop the blast. 


In a letter that October, 


Zo&i«c threatened to shoot out 
the front tire r-n a schoof'bus 


"and pick off the kiddies as they 
ccme bouncing out." It promp- 
ted a rash of security measurers 
throughout the Bay Area in- 
cluding armed bus escorts. 


Zodiac has written that he has 


killed 10 people. Police say they 
have definitely linked him to 
five Northern California Mur- 
ders — three in Vallejo, one at 
Lake Berryessa and one in San 
Francisco. 


Armstrong said the threats 


have given no clue to the 
location where the bus might be 
bombed. 
The letters said the 


bomb would be placed beside the 
road and be triggered when a 
school bus passed.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
The self-confessed uncaught 
killer who taunts policy by mail 
and calls himself Zodiac has 
threatened to blow up a loaded 
school bus. 
Homicide Inspector William 
Armstrong told a news con­ 
ference Thursday that a con­ 
temporary 
greeting 
card 
received by the San Francisco 
Chronicle on Wednesday warned 
that they must reveal the bus 
bombing plot and promote the 
wearing of “Zodiac buttons” if 
they want to stop the blast. 
In a letter that October, 
Zoduic threatened to shoot out 
the front tire on a school bus 


“and pick off the kiddies as they 
come bouncing out.” It promp­ 
ted a rash of security measurers 
throughout the Bay Area in­ 
cluding armed bus escorts. 
Zodiac has written that he has 
killed 10 people. Police say they 
have definitely linked him to 
five Northern California Mur­ 
ders — three in Vallejo, one at 
Lake Berryessa and one in San 
Francisco. 
Armstrong said the threats 
have given no clue to the 
location where the bus might be 
bombed. 
The letters said the 
bomb would be placed beside the 
road and be triggered when a 
school bus passed.

Izvestia, mentions no changes in 
the penalties for pollution. Since 
factories already are required to 
uurify waste before discharging 
it into rivers and lakes, the new 
measure appeared to be an 
attempt to enforce existing 
statutes. 


Izvestia said the new law 


would include clauses

Just One Big Issue, They 
Agree; Rafferty Must Go 


Husky M en Compete 
In Wristwrestling 


By CHARLES McFADDEN 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — As 
far as two of the three major 
candidates are concerned, there 
is one major issue in this year’s 
election battle for the job of 
state superintendent of public 
instruction: the third candidate, 
incumbent Max Rafferty. 
Seeking to oust Rafferty from 
the post he has held since 1962 
are Julian Nava, a member of 
the Los Angeles City Board of 
Education, and Wilson Riles, a 
member of Rafferty’s staff as 
deputy superintendent of public 
instruction. 
Rafferty was an unknown 
school superintendent in the Los 
Angeles suburb of La Canada 
when he decided to run against 
Dr. 
Ralph 
Richardson, 
a 
member of the Los Ange’es 
Board of Education, for the 
state’s top education job. He 
beat Richardson in a campaign 
I r >mising 
an 
end 
to 
“progressive education” and a 
return to the “three R’s.” 
The three R’s in the current 
race are “Rafferty’s rampant 
rhetoric,” says Nava. 
“Can California stand four 
more years of Max Rafferty?” 
is a main theme of Riles’ 
campaign. 
When 
he announced his 
candidacy in March, Rafferty 
warned supporters not to be 
“sickened by the hatchet work 
which always seems to come our 
way in an election year.” 
Rafferty has maintained an 
uncharacteristic 
election-year 
silence, apparently saving his 
ammunition for last-minute 


salvos just before voters go to 
the polls June 2. If none of the 
candidates in the non-partisan 
race gets a majority in June, 
there will 
be a 
runoff 
in 
November. Political observers 
are split on whether Rafferty is 
going to be able to pick up all the 
marbles in the primary — as he 
did in 1966 — or whether he i» 
going to face either Riles or 
Nava in November. Almost no 
one believes Rafferty will be 
eliminated in June. 
Rafferty, in past campaigns 
and in books “Why Johnny Can’t 
Read” has capitalized on 
feelings among some parents 
that the “educational establish­ 
ment” has taken the classroom 
away from the people and that 
educators are a breed unto 
themselves with their own 
unfathomable language. For 
i n s t a n c e , . . the 
greatest

broader preparation. He says 
school financing must be shifted 
from local property taxpayers to 
state and federal governments.

Nava, 42, has called for a new 
system of paying for education 
that would include higher taxes 
on oil and insurance companies. 
He also wants mandatory report 
cards eliminated in elementary 
school grades and has urged a 
statewide policy on promoting 
school integration. 
Nava is a history professor at 
San Fernando Valley State 
College. He won a spot on the 
Los Angeles board in 1967 by 
beating the incumbent in a 
campaign calling for “a new 
voice in education.” 
Rafferty, 53, says his office 
has given local school districts a 
choice in picking their own 
textbooks; substituted history 
and geography labels on school 
books rather than “ social 
studies;” helped in the State

ethical guidelines for California 
education; and racially in­ 
tegrated the Department of 
Education.

As Those Of Old, Professor Says

NEW YORK (AP) — Ad­ 
vocates of radical change whose 
battle against “the system” 
includes attacks on age-old 
sexual standards are not of the 
same 
sturdy 
mettle 
that 
c h a r a c t e r i z e d 
g e n u i n e 
revolutionaries of history. 
That’s the conclusion of Dr. 
Vernard Eller, professor of 
religion at Lavem College, a 
Church of the Brethren in­ 
stitution in California. Con­ 
sequently, he adds, today’s 
convention -defiers offer “little 
promise for the future.” 
He says that “some of the 
most 
successful 
social 


revolutionaries” of the past, 
which 
sought justice 
and 
righteousness, also demanded 
adherence to strict sexual c^des. 
But 
the 
“ libertine 
revolutionaries,” belittling sex 
disciplines, foundered, he notes, 
accomplishing little. “They are 
found today only as footnotes in 
the dusty history books.” 
He sees a parallel between 
them and some modern youths 
who, in challenging social 
blights such as war, poverty and 
racism, also assail standards of 
sexual restraint as among the 
oppressions to be displaced. 
Their “revolution is cm very 
shaky ground, lacks power at 


the core,” he writes in the 
Christian Century. 
To back hfe case, he cites the 
“ hard-nosed view” against 
s e xua l 
p e r mi s s i v e n e s s 
characteristic not only of the 
colonial New England establish­ 
ment but of 
many other 
powerful reform movements. 
To the list might be added the 
strong, religious-moral orien­ 
tation 
of 
the 
American 
revolutionary 
leaders, 
of 
Gandhi’s followers in resisting 
colonial rule in India, of the 
early Christians in their en­ 
durance against persecutions of 
a licentious, declining ancient 
Roman Empire.

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Old Days At Cone Ranch Reviewed 
Obituaries

Some time ago I had written 
an article about Doug Cone, 
when he bought the ice house 
from George Gerst and moved it 
up to Union St. 
Well, we might as well talk 
about the old Cone Ranch itself. 
Yes, the old Cone Ranch was 
surely a big ranch. It started 
nearly at Vina and went to about 
two miles east of Red Bluff. Old 
Man Cone had taken up a 
homestead, it was 160 acres, 
then got other fellows to take up 
homesteads, 160 acres each. 
Then he bought land whenever 
he could. Of course, land was 
cheaper those days. 
He had a lot of Chinese 
working for him. They built a 
rock fence on the east side of the 
ranch up on the hills, which ran 
for miles. No doubt, some of it 
can still be seen. Of course, 
there were plenty of rocks 
around, they didn’t have to go 
very far to get them. 
I remember Old Man Cone. He 
was not very tall and had quite a 
long beard. He had a son, 
Douglas Cone. He worked on the 
ranch like any other man till the 
old man finally died and he had 
to take over. He built a nice 


home for her. I think it’s still 
there. I don’t get around much 
anymore, I’m nearly 91 years 
old now. 
Across the roa.', from his home 
was the cook house, where the 
fellows would eat who worked on 
the ranch. Of course they were 
Chinese cooks. The tin plates 
that they would eat out of were 
nailed on the table, one nail in 
the center. When the fellows got 
done eating, the Chinamen 
would take a rag, pick up the 
bones and wipe the dinner plates 
off, that’s all the cleaning they 
needed. 
I remember fellows would 
come everyday in the afternoon 
looking for a job. He never 
turned them down. They could 
get supper and breakfast but if 
there was no job available, they 
had to move on. 
Yes, it was a nice ranch. Lots 
of fruit trees, grain fields and 
pasture for cattle and sheep. I 
know he had a good man to help 
with the sheep. He also had a 
fine dog. The dog would stay 
with the sheepman and go where 
he wanted him to go. If the man 
happened to get drunk, of course 
it happened quite often, the dog 
would leave him and never come 


near him till he get sober again. 
There used to be a big iron 
gate about seven feet high when 
you left the ranch coming 
towards town. Sometimes they 
would lock it at night. Of course, 
there was no highway then like 
now, no Los Robles, Dairyville 
or*Los Molinos as now. It was 
mostly a rough wagon road. 
* He also had a race track a few 
miles south of his ranch. He 
liked horse racing. One time a 
fellow was coming from the 
south. It was at night and dark. 
He saw the smooth road across 
the fence. Of course, he didn’t 
know it was a race track. He 
thought I might as well take the 
smooth road. When it got 
daylight, he found he had been 
walking around the race track. 
Anyway, a certain bank tried 
to get hold of the ranch. It’s none 
of the banks we have in Red 
Bluff now. They got Cone to hire 
their man and he did his best to 
get the ranch in debt as much as 
possible. Besides, Doug was 
quite a boozer. When he wanted 
money, he just went to that 
certain bank and said, “Give me 
11,000.” Sometimes a lot more. I 
know one time he was gone for 
about nine months, nobody knew 


where he was. They finally 
located him down in Mexico. I 
could tell a lot of stories about 
Doug Cone, but I don’t want to 
make this too long. 
Anyway, he finally passed 
away and his wife tried to take 
over, but she didn’t seem to 
make a success of it. Finally, the 
bank foreclosed the mortgage. 
She owed way over $250,000. She 
tried her best to raise the 
money, she had one year to get 
it. Well, the year was about up 
when she finally got the money. 
She went in the bank that had 
the mortgage, laid a check on 
the counter and said, ‘‘Here is 
your money.” 
They looked at it and said, 
‘‘No, we can’t take it. Read your 
note. It says payable in gold.” 
Those days we had lots of gold 
yet. So she had to take it back to 
the bank, where she got the 
money from and they had to get 
hold of that many gold coins. I 
remember when they brought 
the gold up. A train used to come 
from below about 5:30 a.m. They 
had two men with a big trunk 
that had the gold in it. They had 
several pistols along to shoot 
any robber who would try to get 
the money. Of course, no one

Before the sun rises tomorrow, one can observe headlights in 


the early morning winding their way up 36 to the traditional opener 
of the 1970 trout season. A tradition it is. It's really n^t the prime 
time of year for the avid gairdnanan but 'tis likely to be full of 
surprises. The warming trend and last quarter of the moon should 
at least spark t.:r hopes for some fine angling starting this next 
week. 


I fear the higher elevations are a general shut-out unless the 


more unsporty trek upon these waters with bacterial presentations 
to Jure some wary semi-dormant trout. Even though 'tis cold a way 
up there (we tell you that each year) there are plenty of waters to 
fish low down. Trout are predictable critters and when one learns 
how to predict the predictable, what sense is there in repetitious 
reassurance that they will be there again this year. 


The meat is only part of the game. Relaxation through 


association with nature and a contented soul all go with trout 
fishing so remember and appreciate that when you are out there 
somewhere dabbling your fly over the way spotted feller's of the 
great Western slopes. 


Remember Skue's Little Brown Wink under water? Nymphs 


man... all along the streamway. Lat ge stone flies for large trout. 
Single salmon eggs for dumb and smart trout. I hate the thought of 
eggs when a fly should be more appropriate but I will admit, they 
work. Especially on the PG&E ditches around Manton. The black 
bomber nymph tied on number 8 and 10 hooks will produce greatly 
now through late May. Large Dark Stones in size 4 3X long 
weighted are killers on the dead drift in most waters where the 
salmon flies (stones) prevail. 


Follow the mob if you like but make mine solitude among 


breathing pines. Watch out for rattlesnakes and poison oak. Don't 
forget your medicine and be sure to take along some salt should you 
catch a trout and wish to eat him Indian style. 


Even though the great majority of anglers will be headed 


mostly for the newly opened waters, some of the year round waters 
seem to be producing best. 


I am just going to surmise that the best fishing areas will be 


places like Shasta where good kamloop and brown catches are 
showing at last. Some say it's an °arly season but I don't really 
know if that's the cass or not. Anyway whatever type of season it is, 
have a good one. I will submit ten choices where I would fish even 
though I cannot make it out opening day. I'm only telling you this 
because I expect you will leave a couple of trout to catch for me 
during the week.

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The Time Has Come To Speak Out 


The time has come to tell our leaders we want this steady day- 
by-day, week-by-week, month-by-month, year-after-year feeding of 
our young men into the South Asia Minotaur stopped. The ever- 
widening war in Indo-China is not our war, and we must not make it 
so. It should be apparent to all by this time that American soldiers 
should not have been committed to Vietnam in the first place. 
Sending more men to their death in Cambodia will not make that 
first wrong judgement right. 


As this is written, President Nixon is preparing to address the 
nation to explain the United States position in regard to Cambodia. 
But the announcement of Assistant Defense Secretary Daniel Z. 
Henkin has already told us that American advisors are ac­ 
companying American-armed troops into Camnodian territory. 
That, we cannot forget, is how the killing of Americans started in 
South Vietnam. 


Senator George McGovern expressed the deep apprehension 
that is in thousands of American hearts today: “After all the tragic 
lessons of Vietnam, it seems a nightmare to me that our leaders are 
actually committing us to war in another Southeast Asian country. 
Senator Mike Mansfield of Montana declared rightly: “This is a 
whole new ball game.” He called it “the first step in a wrong 
direction.” 


Senators Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts, J. W. 
Fulbright of Arkansas, Edwin S. Muskie of Maine, and Alan 
Cranston of California all have expressed opposition to U.S. in­ 
volvement in the Cambodian fighting. Senator George D. Aiken of 
Vermont cautioned the Republicans that it might have disastrous 
effects on RepubMcan chances at the polls. 


There can be little doubt that any prolonged widening of the 
war in Southeast Asia will cut heavily into President Nixon's 
support. Polls showed his popularity was high several months ago 
after enunciation of his policy of Vietnamizing the war and the 
beginning of troop withdrawals. It has dropped since in the face of 
threatened setbacks. There is every indication that there are large 
numbers of American people who want to see a quick end to 
American involvement in Asia. Now is the time for us to speak out. 


The plain truth is that United States leaders were not justified 
in sending Americans to die in Asia in the first place, and they are 
not justified in keeping them there now. It is not a question of who 
started the war there. There is plenty of evidence to convince us 
that it was the North Vietnamese, probably with both Soviet and 
Chinese encouragement and aid. The vital question is this: “Is 
there enough imminent danger to the United States to justify 
drafting young men and sending them into the hardships and 
dangers of a foreign war? ” No one has made a convincing case that 
there is. 


AIKEN, S. C., STANDARD AND REVIEW: “If the Nixon 
Administration can pull a switch in public interest from building 
more highways to getting cars off the roads by creation of effective 
mass transportation, it will be making a major contribution to what 
ails congested urban areas Traffic jams are not merely a separate 
phase of urban congestion but one part of the pattern of sickness 
which besets cities.”
